fought the whole time to have the 
southern representation either further 
reduced or the northern representa­ 
tion proportionately raised, with that 
of the south remaining stationary. 
W hile they failed to get what they 
wanted, they got more than they had 
started with, and the final result is in 
the nature of a compromise within 
the committee. 
Committeeman Howell, of Nebraska, 
led the Unlit against the large south­ 
ern representation, and at more times 
than one the situation looked ugly. 
Mr. Carson, of North Dakota, and Mr. 
Uemmel, of Arkansas, nearly came ta 
blows. 
At that time the committee, sitting 
as a whole, had debated without re­ 
sult the merits of several revised rep­ 
resentation plans, Mr. Howell leading 
on one side, and on the other Commit­ 
teeman Warren, of Michigan; Senator 
Smoot, of Utah, and Mr. Barnes, of 
New’ York.

of $3,841,906. 


GROWTH OF PARCEL POST

About 300,000,000 Packages Handled 


In First Six Months—Wants Aerial 


Mail Service. 


Washington. Dec. IS.— Postmaster 
General Burleson reports the postal 
service self-supporting for the first 
time ainee 1883. 
In his annual report he says that for 
the fiscal year which ended June 30 
'ast the department had an af tual sur 
plus of $3,841,906. 
t rank 
H. 
Hitchcock, 
po. tmaster 
general in the Taft a Iminisiration, 
laid claim to the honor of being the 
first o Hi elal sin* e 1>k:{ to put the de 
partraent on a self ^staining basis. 
He reported a surplus of $219,218 fur 
the fiscal year 1911. 
Mr. Burleson refers to these figures, 
and without using Hitchcock’s name 
characterizes them as mi-leading. He 
contends that the Hitchcock figures 
did not take Into account the obliga­ 
tions of the department contracted in 
the course of the year and still out­ 
standing on June 30. 
“There was in r*-alit>,” s a 's Mr. 
Burleson, "a deficit of approximately 
$733,000.” 
In outlining the general p olicy of 
the administration toward the postal 
service, Mr. Burleson says: 
“The dominant po liy of the pres­ 
ent administration will fie to cornin I 
the postal service for the convenience 
of the public and not for profit. The 
prime consideration in perfecting the 
j>ersonnel of the postal service shall 
Sh* to recognize efficiency and to elimi­ 
nate partisanship.” 
In speaking of the parcel post a» r 
vice, which was put in operation Jan 
I, 1913, Mr. Burleson says the growth 
of the business has Ik on phenomenal 
In tho first six months of its operation 
practically 3ho,o m»,«k o 
ptr els 
were 
bandied. 
“The popularity of the parcel post 
annot he double I,” says the post 
ma-ter 
general. 
“Ifs facilities orc 
better and iv rate« generally lower 
tl.au those of private com pant •*.”
